ONLY A BISCUIT A DAY.

THE FAMINE MAY DEIVE RUSSIANS
INTO OPEN EEBELLION,

Citizens and Officers Following the Czar's
Example of Dispensing With Luxuries
and Devoting the Money Thus Saved to
Relief—Poor Workingmen Do the Same.,

BT. PETERSRURG, Oct. 6.—Entire Swales
are being deserted on account of the famine.

A pew Iaw has been enacted forbidding the

sowing of seed this fall, so that the acreage

will not be sufficient for the home supply,
still less for export. Bo great is the dis-
tress that people have been driven to pil-
laging each other, first setting fire to  vil-
lages and then robbing the inhabitants. By
the united charities of the Government and
the people a biscuit a day is allowed every
individual in the famine distriet. The dis-
tress i= a greater menace to the Government
than all the efforts of the Nihilists. The
famine may cause a revolution where love

of liberty has failed. Aid is being sent in
by the Holland Hebrews and Nihilists and
by America. The latter has sent 35,300,
The newspapers of 8t. Petershurg de-
nounce the conduct of the merchants and
members of the nobility for seeking profit
from their stores of corn, while the poor
peasants are starving. They make a strong
:Er“l to the Government to remove the
ct prohibiting the export of rye, and sub-
stitute therefor a heavy tax on the exporta-
tion of all cereals. Reports from the Baku
distriet and elsewhere are to the effect that
th ds of are dying of starva-

tion.

The officers of the Imperial Guard have de-
cided not to dring champagne at any of the
regimental banquets, and to eontribute the
manev which would in the usual course of
events have been so spent to the sants
of tha famine-stricken districts. All classes
of citicens here, following the example of
the Czar, who has decided that no court
balls will be given during the coming sea-
son, and that the money usunlly spent for
this purpose shall be devoted to the relief
of the suffercrs by the famine in his coun-
try, have resolved to abandon all entertain-
ments during the winter and contribute the
moner thus saved to the fund for alleviating
the distress of the famishking people. Most
of the publi: officials announce theyintend
to devote & certain percentage of their sal-
aries to the same purpose.

Workmen have decided togive n propor-
tion of their humble wages, and even chil-
dren will offer their little savings, Collece-
tions are to be taken up on every feast day
in all the churches. The stream of relief
is coming thro! wide ehannels, but the
system of distribution, it is claimed, is very
defective,

AN EX-MAYOR'S SUICIDE
lilness and Business Troubles Prompts a
Corry Man to Self Slaughter.

Corny, Oct. 8.—[Spedial.]—The saddest
event that hos oceurred in this city for a
long time was the death this morning by
suicide of Hon, A. F. Bole. He was not
feeling well last night, and this morning his
daughter Katie, before going to school,
went into her father's bedroom to kiss him,
as was her custom. As she turned to go
out she noticed that he drew the bed cover-
ing over his face, and not long after that
the tatal shot was heard. Mrs. Bole and a
Indy friend were at bis side in an instant,
and Dr. Phillipe, who was passing, was
ecalled in, but death was instantaneous. The
ball entered his right temple and passed
nearly through the head. Mr. Bole had
borrowed the revolyer from Attorney Olin-
stead but a few days ago, preparatory to
making & trip to Arkansas.

The pricipal eause of the suicide was busi-
ness embarrassment, though Mr. Bole had
been sick for some time. He was heavily
engaged in Iumber interests at Walnut
Ridge, Ark.. and as lately there has been
no market for lumber there he hecame great-
Iy involved. Forsoms yea's he has been
deaf in one ear, and eminent specialists said
he was Iy becoming incurably and
totally deat. This information affected him

Mr. Bole had been District
Attorney for two terms, and had an excel-
lent law practice. He held the office of
Mayor for one term, positively r&fusinﬁl

N0 HOPE FOR ENTOMBED MINERS

The Work of Finding Their Bodies One of
the Greatest Diffienlty.

6.—The rescuers at the
Roblinson Colliery at Gdlearbon have to-day
given up all hope of renching the entombed
miners nlive. Although ss large a force of
men as c¢an be handled in such a limited
space ns the Crosby gangway will permit
have been kept at work steadily the res-
cuers at noon to-day had only reached
brenst No. 6, and the gangway is still blocked
as faras breast No. 4. The rescuing party Is
unable to proceed more rapidly owing to
the trescherous condition of the roof, it
threatening to fall at any moment, When
the run oceurred all the timber in the gang-
way was broker, and ns the inen nroceeded
they bave to retimber the gangway.

Séveral times squoezes have taken place,
breaking the new timber and making the
work of the rescuors very bazardons, Su-
I\erlmcndem Martin Kelly, of Mineraville,
u spite of his injuries, went to work this
morning directing the men, Michnel Grant,
the young driver who had his skull erusbed,
lies In a precarions condition and his death
is momentarily expected. Many of the rel-
atives of the entombed miners still watch
and wait sorrowfully at the mouth of the
slope, Therears now no hopes of reaching
the men bofore midnight, and probably not
before to-morrow,
